An Interesting Commuhlcatloh From 
^*tlic Mining. Boyi Spjournliig at 
; Big Bar, B. C. 

Bia i3AR, B, C, June 27, 1002. 
■ ,To the Editor and : Friends:— A person 
who has seen mountains, needs no intro- 
duction as to what they are, but to one who 
has not, it.would.be a source of pleasure 
if such a person should make a trip to a 
place where moufinrina may. be seen. As 
for scenery the mountains have more than 
any other ' object that " nature . produces 
nlmostforn person "to think of. Forme 
to describe all the scenery around Big Bar 
would be a hnrd task. But to give you an 
idea of. what Is here I'll attempt to describe 
some, of the different objects of attraction 
in the mountains and along the river. 

While strolling around in the mountains 
of British Columbia; especially at Big. Bar 
one cannot help but note the different 
objects .to attract his attention. " Ab he 
walks up the Frazer river and Bee the can- 
yons and their caveBand goes up the moun- 
tain and sees the monuments he can not 
help thinking bow such forms came to be. 
These monuments that 1 am talking about 
are about one and one half mile up the 
mountain from where you cross the river. 
They were once gravel and level with the 
'surrounding land, ' but through some vol- 
canic eruptions they became cemented- 
gravel and as the rain and snow has wash- 
ed away the loose dirt there, is left stand- 
ing pillars of 50 to 100 feet high, remind- 
ing one of monuments. Around, this spot 
can he seen the evergreen and the green 
grass giving the place every appearance of 
a graveyard^ Just below is a deep gulch 
winding its way from the mountain top to 
the river below, and there can be seen the 
deer making their way down to water and 
hack again (o the rocks for safety. Little 
one thinks what he" may see when among 
the .mountains for nature has not yet un- 
covered herself to' the naked eye. . . 

Coming down the mountain and going 
farther up the river 'you come to a canyon, 
where, if tine obderves closely, can be seen 
different stratas of ;dlrt and rock, bavin era 
pinkish or rust color on the outside. But 
upon a close examination this coloring is 
found to contain an element either of ore 
or -copper. In order to penetrate the 
side of the canyon one must be well sup- 
plied with blasting material and "Bur- 
leigh drills, " instruments used by miners 
to bore holes in rock. To scale one of these 
canyons would be as. hard a task as to 
bombard the "Rock of Gibarallar," Very 
little vegltatiou caa.be Been, at these can- 
rons,' but as for scenery they have it, alio 
the mosquito, These places reminds one 
of the poet who says:

you see the favorite haunts of the deer and 
the mountain Bheep; these are the. only in- 
habitants of the mountain so high up. 

Such are, some of the- features around 
Big Bar but farther up or down.the Frazer 
river y ou , meet about the same kind of 
scenery. Of course except when you be- 
gin to near the const then- cities begin to 
spring in view. Closing for this time we 
remain.'

The first heat was taken 'by Delfieid; the 
second heat by Alvin; the third heat by J. 
J. M. Jr.; the fourth heat by Alvin; the 
fifth bent, which w.as a very close one, 
was, by n decision of the judges, given to 
J. J , H. Jr. In the sixth beat Birdie Rob- 
bin and Alvin were: withdrawn, leaving 
only Delfieid and J. J. M. Jr. to Sight it 
out, and was won by J.J; M. Jr. 

In the 3:00 cl as j there were three entries 
Frank F., owned by Chas. Sibley; hlollie 
S., owned by John Schlax, and M. W. A 
owned by M. W. Acker, and was taken in 
three straight heats by Frank F.- 

The event ofcthe day was reserved for 
the special race which had only two entries, 
Ruber's Freak, imported from Germany, 
and formerly owned by Prince Henry, now 
owned by GeoTge Ruber, of Antioch, and 
George H., a full-blood Arabian from the 
stable of his roynl 'highness, the Pasha of 
Bengol, and owned by Chase Webb, of 
Antioch. The first heat was won by Geo. 
H,, time 2:17; The second heat was won' 
by Ruber's Freak, time 2:14^. The third 
and last heat— the race being the' best two 
in three — waBwonbY Ruber's Freak in 
the fastest time ever made on this track, 
the time being 2:12>£. George H, having 
thrown a shoo in this heat is the reason — 
so- the. owner sayfl—thnt be did not win 
easily.

A CHANCE TO SECURE THE 
ELECTRIC ROAD 



Leaving this place and coming back down 
the river youreyes' gaze upon a different 
feature, that mother earth has uncovered. 
Across the FrazerViver from the mouth of 
the Big Bar creek cart be seen two moun- 
tain peaks,' of a; peculiar shape, towering, 
thousands of feet up toward {the sky, some 
times covered with rain and some times 
with cloud*. The space between these' two 
peaks has in time past and gone, been the 
victim 1 ' of "a" cloud burst,' which caused' 
land slide mid left behind a great qunntit 
of stones, many hundreds of feet hig 
The place reminds one of two large stack 
of hay built upon a hill and placed ft 
apart. Tlie.stacks representing tho moun- 
tain peaks and tho open 'space between, 
the place of the land-slide. In front and 
on the sides of these, peaks {Is seen deep 
gulches, covered with green vegetation 
such as evergreen trees and nlso grasses. 
These peaks nlso give evidences, that min- 
eral of Iron and_clnnnbar, quick-silver in 
tho.crnde, can be'had by tbe.niiner. 

Now laking.atripup in" the mountains 
you are still' farther amazed at tho scenery: 
Flowers nad insects of Buck bright colors 
anil shapes are to be Been at4he snow line, 
that is, where vegetation ; ceases and snow 
begins. The solitude of tho place immedi- 
ately makes itself felt;, making yoa think 
that you are cast. away on an. island ,' and 
away from help. But 'as you', gaxe: below, 
you notice the' peculiar, shapes ' that hills' 
assume ondlhe . appearance ^'ofj the \ Tlver, 
an i altogether . different , Bight ■ than- wheu 
you were'riear the^phjecti f- Instead -oMobk* 
lug L do wh you look' up and "farther away

lias au Agreement for Immediate Con- 
struction, Contingent Upon Actlou .. 
■ by the -City Council. 

/ If the rumors are true Waukegan is upon 
the eve of the early consummation of .an- 
other of- its long cherished projects, the 
building of an electric "railroad, westward 
from the city through the populous terri- 
tory intervening between here and the pop- 
ular Luke County resort region;. in fact the 
carrying out of .the Waukegan— Fox Lake 
and Wertern Electrict Railway project,' 
which nieetVa long recognized demand for 
the placing of the county seat into a readier 
^communication -with the balance of the 
county. 

It is said that the early consummation of 
this project is made possible by an agree- 
ment of the Waukegan Electric Light Co. 
to furnish the capital for * the building of 
tbe Waukegan — Fox Lake road as far west 
at leaat as Grayslake and to have that por- 
tion of the road lying within the city of 
Waukegan in operation by January 1st, 
next. The agreement is , said to be contin- 
gent upon certain action by the City Coun- 
cil, minor changes in. rail wuy franchise 
and the securing Of '" a ten year contract 
for Lighting the city, thiB being an assur- 
ance of some additional revenue duringthe 
building early development of the railroad 
for which the Waukegan Electric Light 
plant here will become the power station. 
To tho Honorable Mayor and Common 

Council of the City of Waukegaa, III, : 

Gentlemen— I beg to inform you that I 
am the owner of the entire capital stock of 
the Highland Park Electric Light Com- 
pany, and of- 90 per cent of the capital 
stock of tbe: Waukegan Electric Company, 
and that I have today made a contract with 
Mr. B.'D. Wynnrof your city, in which I 
agree tO; furnish the money necessary to 
build thevWaukegan. Fox Lake & Western 
Railway, provided, Mr. Wynn. will secure 
for me an extension of the franchise of 
the Waukegaa Electric Light Company 
until 1025; a ten year lighting contract for 
one hundred or more lights at $75.00 per 
tamp per year; the right to lay a pipe be- 
tween our plant and Lake Michigan ami 
certain changes in the ordinance heretofore 
grented to the Waukegan, Fox Lake & 
Western Raii way Company, 

I herewith submit a contract for street 
lighting based oh tbe proposition which is 
now belore your. Honorable Body, nnd 
would respectfully request that the Mayor 
and City Clerk be empowered to execute 
said, contract'

WEEKLY-CROP BULIET1H 

r.S.,I)epartment of Agriculture, Cli- 
mate' nnd Crop Bulletin *of the 
Weather Bureau. 

. # ' Spnrtro field, III,, July 8, 1002. ' 

; Rainy and cool weather., pre vaile'd over , 
most of tbe state during the first few days 
of .the week, but fair and waim weather the 
latter part. In the northern part, of the;. 
state occasional local showers ' have occur- •" 
red throughout the week. ' Farm work has ; 
been delayed somewhat by. the" rain, and. 
also by tbe wet condition of the ground, 
but considerable- baying nnd harvesting*' 
andsome corn plowing was done the latter; 
part of the week. In the northern and". - 
central dif tricts crops are recovering to a 
Idrgo extent from' the injury caused by the 
heavy rains tbe latter part of last week, 
but in many localities the. crops in .bottom 
lands are bo badly injured as to be beyond 
recovery. Though some injury resulted 
from the rains ia the southern district, the 
effects of!theie raina has generally been ; 
beneficial and crops ore now in more prom- ' 
ising condition than for some weeks, Tho 
wheat and rye harvest is almost entirely. 
completed in the eeutral and southern dis- 
tricts and i& in progress la the ' northern - - 
district. Considerable' wheat haa. ^bednp^ 
threshed in the southern. district^and 'some : 
in, the central district. There has been 
some damage by sprouting ih'sbock, but 
it is believed the loss from this- cause will 
not bo great. There has been considerable 
damage to oats in the central and, northern 
districts by the heavy raiaB of J last week, 
which caused them to lodge badly, but 
there has been some recovery from this in- 
jury, and it is thought the loss will not bo * 
bo great as was at first feared. In the 
southern district and parts of the central 
district oat harvest is aow in progress and . 
it will soon be general over the central diB- 
tric. Much of the crop has to be cut' ono 
way. Reports regardina* the. condition of 
corn are generally very favorable. Though 
there has been some damage to the. crop in 
bottom lands, the damage is not bo great 
as was feared immediately after the heavy 
rains. The favorable weather conditions- 
that have existed since the ruins have caus- 
ed the crop to recover considerably from 
their injurious effect. In the southern dis- 
trict the rainB were beneficial rather' than 
injurious. The broom-corn prospects are 
good, though there has jseen some injury „ - 
by chinch bugs. Haying is~in" progress 
over tbe most of the state, but until within 
the past few days conditions have not been . 
favorable for this work and some . of the 
crop has been put' up in poor condition, 
The yield of hay ranges from poor to very 
good, Pastures are generally good. Cow" 
peas are doing welt, Potatoes . and - gar- 
dens are growing well, hut many : are rot- 
ting. The apple crop ranges; from very 
poor to very fine. In some localities the ' 
prospects have been improved by the rain.

President Roosevelt on "Thursday for- 
mally declared tho restoration of- peace 
In the Philippine archipelago, placed the 
islands under civil control and extended 
general amnesty to the FIHpluoB who 
have boon In rebellion. 

These three things, marking an impor- 
tant chapter in Uulted Statea history and 
probably the most important in the his- 
tory of tbe Philippines, were accomplish- 
ed through the Issue of three separate or- 
ders and proclamations— one by the Tres- 
Jdent over his own signature extending 
amnesty, one through Secretary Root by 
tbe President's order .relieving Gen. 
Chaffee from his duties as military gov- 
ernor, and a third which takes tho. shape 
of a gouornl order addressed to the en- 
tire .nrmy of the United States, In which 
Secretary Root expresses- the President's 
high appreciation of tho work it baa ec- 
compltshcd both In Cuba and in the Phil- 
ippines. «. , 

Bays Peace Is Established. 

The amnesty proclamation Is as fol- 
lows: 

'fjly tho President of, the United States 
— A Proclamation: 

"Whereas, Many of the Inhabitants of 
the rhlllppinc nrcblpelago were in in- 
surrection ngnlnst the authority and sov- 
ereignty of- the kingdom of Spain nt 
divers limes from August, 1608, until the 
cession of the archipelago by that king- 
dom to the United, States of America, nnd 
since siich cession many of the persona 
bo engaged In Insurrection have until re- 
cently resisted tbe authority nnd sover- 
eignty of the United States; and 

"Whereas, The Insurrection against the 
authority and sovereignty of the United 
States la now nt an end nnd peace has 
been established in all parts of the ar- 
chipelago except In tbe country Inhabited 
by the Moro tribes, towhlcb this procla- 
mation docs in t apply; and

The receipts "of wheat at eight interior 
markets to the end of May reached a 
total of 211,221,002 bushels. Last year's 
rccclnpts for the corresponding period 
were 204,083,037 bushels. All thin gain 
Is to bo credited to spring wheat sections 
of the country, ' There has been a de- 
crease of nearly 22,000,000 buslmls at the 
winter wheat markets' compared with lust 
year. .The largest gains wore made at 
Duluth, Ml un en pojls and Milwaukee, all 
other markets, Including Chicago, Toledo, 
St, Loala and Kansas- City, falling short 
of the receipts of the previous year.

Live stock receipts at five western 
markets in Mny amounted to 2,282,005 
head, and for five months ended with 
May to 12,502,500 head, compared with 
13,213,02(1 head In. 1001 and 12,0415,087 
head In 1000. The receipts of hogs at 
Chicago alone for these five monthri were 
3,1100,343 head, and exceeded the entire 
receipts of any year nt that market prior 
to 1872. The growth of receipts of sheep

Ignorance Cause of LawlesBness. 
"Whereas, During the course of the in- 
surrection against the kingdom of Spain 
and against the government of tbe Unit- 
ed States persons engaged therein or 
those in sympathy with and abetting 
them committed many acts in violation 
of the laws of civilized warfare, but it 
is believed that such acts were generally 
committed iu Ignorance of those laws- and 
under orders IsDued by the civil or mili- 
tary Insurrectionary lenders; and 

"Whereas, It Is deemed to he wlso and 
humane in accords nee with the beneficent 
purposes of the government of the Unit- 
ed States toward the Filipino people and 
conducive to peace, order and loyalty 
among them that the doers' of such acts 
who have not already suffered punish- 
ment shall not be held criminally respon- 
sible^ but aboil be relieved from punish- 
ment for participation -In these Insurrec- 
tions nnd for unlawful acts committed 
during the course thereof -by a general 
amnesty and pardon; 

Complete Amnesty Is Granted. 
"Now, therefore, be It known that I, 
Theodore Roosevelt, President of the 
United Statea of America, by virtue of 
the power and authority vested In me by 
vhc constitution, do hereby proclaim r'-nd 
declare without reservation or condition, 
except as hereinafter provided, a full £nd 
complete pardon and amnesty to all per- 
sons in the Philippine archipelago who 
have -participated In tbe Insurrections 
aforesaid or who have given aid and com- 
fort to persons participating in Bald in- 
surrections for the offenses of treason or 
sedition and for all offenses political in 
their character committed In the course 
of such insurrections pursuant to orders 
lssucd v uy the civil or military Influrroc* 
tary authorities or which grew out of 
Internal polltical'/cuds or dissensions be- 
tween Filipinos otd Spaniards or -the' 
Spanish authorities or which resulted 
from Internal political feuds or dissen- 
sions among the Filipinos themselves dur- 
ing either of- said insurrections. 

'Trovlded, however, that pardon and 
amnesty hereby granted shall not Include 
such persons committing crimes since 
May 1, 1002, In any province of the archi- 
pelago la which at the time civil govern- 
ment was established, nor' shall If in- 
clude such persous as have been hereto- 
fore finally convicted of the crimes of 
murder, rape, arson or robbery by any 
military or civil tribunal organized under 
the authority of Spain or of the United 
States of America, but which special 
application may he, made to the proper 
authority for.pnrddh by 'nny;person be- 
longing' to tbo.cxempted classes and such 
clemency as is consistent with humanity 
nnd Justice, will be liberally extended! 
nnd further 

Property micjhta Una Seeled, 
"Frovided, That this amnesty and par- 
don shall not affect the title or right of 
the government of the United States 
or that of the Philippine Islands to any 
property or property rights heretofore 
used or appropriated by tho military or 
civil authorities of the government of 
the United Stotcs or that of the Philip- 
pine islands organized under authority 
of the United States by way of confisca- 
tion or otherwise; and 

"Provided further, ; That every person 
who shall seek to avail himself of this 
proclamation shall take and subscribe the 
following oath before any authority In 
the Philippine archipelago authorized to 
administer oaths, namely: 

" 'I, , solemnly swear (or 

affirm) that 1 recognize -and 'accept the 
supreme authority of the United States 
of America in the Philippine Islands and 
will maintain true faith and allegiance 
thereto; thnt I Impose upon myself this 
obligation voluntarily,, without mental 
reservation 6r purpose of evasion, so help 
me God.' 

"Given under my hand nt tho city of 
Washington this 4th dny of July, In the 
year of our "Lord 1002, and In the ouo 
hundred and twenty-seventh yenr of th« 
independence of the United Status."

BIG CHICAGO FIRE. 



Main PuitdliiK of Bwirt A* Co.'n Blcri* 
Packing House Destroyed. 

By a fire which broke out In their plant 
at the Chicago stock yurds Saturday 
night, Swift & Co. suffered a loss which 
Is estimated by the officials of tho com- 
pany at 5.1,000.000. The fire wa B eon- 
fined to one building standing at the in- 
tersection of Packers avenue and Broad- 
way. This Btructure was four stories 
high, built of brick, and was 300 feet 
square. The first floor wns occupied by 
the wholesale meat market of the com- 
pany, the second 'by the shipping depart- 
ment, nnd the third and fourth by tho 
general offices of the company. .The lat- 
ter are said to have been the largest sin- 
gle offices In the Uultcd States, more than 
600 employes working on one of the 
floors In n single room. 

The cause of the fire Is not known, but 
It was discovered near., the engine room. 
It spread so rapidly. through the building 
that It was found Impossible to save uny- 
thing in the Btructure. 

Tbe burned building adjoins portions of 
the plants of Armour &. Co., and Libhy, 
McNeil & LlbbK and for a time the fire 
department baa n desperate fight to keep 
these bulldlags from the flames. The 
wind was blowing strong from the south- 
west, and at times the flames were touch- 
ing the side of Armour's building, but the 
firemen managed to confine tbe fire to the 
building In which it had ■ broken out. 
There were, it Is said, 3,025 beeves In the 
building and great quantities of green 
hides nnd tallow. The general supplies 
of the company were stored in the moat 
market nnd In thp cellar, and everything 
In and nbout the building was destroyed,

Jlcfore Abraham's Time There Wa« a. 
Literature of Much Value. 

An American excavatihg expedition 
engaged In operations nt the ancient 
city of Nippur 1ms recently unearthed, 
documents thnt prove that ancient 
Babylon existed iu a literary age, and 
that there was no small amount of cul- 
ture hi the time of Abraham, the patri- 
arch. A library of clay books has been 
found which hnd already been lost -and 
covered, by the earth when Abraham 
was born. 

They nre In the flhnpe'of tablets, > of 
which It Is calculated there were more 
than 100,000. The Inscriptions on them 
relate to hli the 'various branches of 
knowledge nud literature studied nt the 
time. The chief cities of Babylonia all 
hnd these libraries of linperlshablo 
clay. A contemporaneous record of 
events had long been kept mid an ac- 
curate system of dating bad been in- 
vented. 

Tiro discovery of these libraries and 
the facts for which they stnnd has an 
important bearing on old testament 
criticism and history. It disposes once 
nnd for all of the contention that no 
written documents of the Abrnhamic 
age could Imvo been descended to later 
times. Palestine, nt that period, was a 
sort of dependency of Babylon, and 
Abraham when he moved westward* 
waB simply entering nnother part of the 
Bnyloufnn empire. So efen'lu Canaan 
he was surrounded by the Influences of 
Babylonian culture. 

Another discovery, thnt of the Bite of 
the tower of Bnbcl, 1b thought to havo 
beeu made by a party of German exca- 
vators. It lias usually been Identified 
with the mount now cnlled the Blra-I- 
Nlmrud. But this was a mistake, for 
the Birs-l-NIumur represents the temple 
not of Babylon, hut of tbtr neighboring 
town of Borsippn. Tbo^ tower pf Babel 
was undoubtedly the "great lower at- 
tached to the temple of Blemenrodach 
In Babylon itself. These same German 
excavators discovered the palace of 
Nebuchadnezzar, in which; Alexander 
the Great died.

The weekly crop report issued by the 
wen titer: bureau aaya the northern por- 
tions of the country cast of the Hoeky 
Mountains have experienced another de- 
cidedly cool week, with generally -abun- 
dant rainfall. In the Southern States 
the week a rernged wnnj>rTvlth phenom- 
enally heavy rahis, where tfioy, were 
greatly needed over a large part,of Texas 
and portions of northern Louisiana and 
southern" Arkansas. Much needed ralna 
also occurred la portions of the central 
■gulf districts; Tennessee/ and the middle 
Atlantic States, but draught conditions 
ore beginning to _be quite seriously felt 
in the east gulf States. - fi 

' -Violent local storms caused a largo 
amount of damage in centra) Indiana. and 
Bontbcru Ohio.' On the Pnclflc coaat the 
week was too .'cool for favorable growth 
In Washington nnd Oregon, but -anti fac- 
tory conditions prevailed In California. 

The continued ^ low temperatures 
throughout the corn' belt 'have checked 
the growth of corn, and heavy rains in- 
terrupted cultivation over large areas. 
The crop Is In excellent condition in Kan- 
sas, Missouri, .Kentucky, Tenuessee, and 
in the south_Atlantlc States, nnd while 
recent rnliiB-havc greatly benefited Into 
corn in the west gulf districts, the early 
planted is a-> poor crop. 

Conditional of Wheat Crop. 

Over the southwestern portion of tho 
winter wheat belt the bulk of the winter 
wheat crop has been cut, but harvesting 
bus been much delayed. In porttoua of 
the central and upper. Ohio- valley the 
crop baa sustained serious dnnmge from 
local Btbrraa. Cool, moist weather has 
checked ripening over the northern por- 
tions of the winter- wheat region, and 
lodging In reported from some districts, 
On the north Pnelfic const the crop has 
made fnvorhhle progress, except iii east- 
ern Washington, where rain la needed. 
Heavy yields arc reported from central 
and northern California. 

The general condition of spl-lng wheat 
Is promising, although- advancement has 
been somewhat checked in portio'ns. 

Cotton continues, to suffer for rain In 
the aoiith central portion of the cotton 
belt, and drought conditions have rapidly 
developed over the- greater part of 
Georgia, where the crop Is In less favora- 
ble condition than In the previous week. 
The feature of the week waa the abun- 
dant rainfall over the greater part of tho 
drought region of Texas. . * 

The wenthor coudltloiis have been fa- 
vorable for the tobacco crop, which, how- 
ever, has not made rapid growth In the 
middle Atlntitlc Slates as a result of low 
temperatures. 

Apples continue promising In New Eng- 
land and New York, and the outlook In 
Kansas and Oklnkouin la Improved, Tho 
reports' respecting peaches are unfavora- 
ble.

While entertain- 
ing a, number of congressional friends at 
bis home a prominent lobbyist was lib- 
eral" with' wine," and a western Senator 
Imbibing too much became fighting mad, 
Ho waa seised with an uncontrollable de- 
sire to do something, and for awhile en- 
acted the; part of n-bull In n china shop, 
demolishing rare bric-a-brac and doing 
damage that amounts to about $500, It 
was neccsanry to summon the police to 
restore order. The drunken rowdyism 
broke tip. the party, however, and the 
host, while' deploring that the evening's 
entertainment had been mnrrcd by the 
fighting Senator, had his indignation 
soothed to n -degree by the friends of 
the Senator^ guaranteeing 'him against 
loss through* the destruction of hla'bric- 
h-brac. The Influence of the Senator 
was sufficient to Buppreaa the case with 
the police arid ho afterwards settled for 
tho damage done. 

The Navy Department has Its plana 
practically completed for the four big 
warships just authorized by the ue\v 
navnl law, nnd to bear the names of 
Loulalana, Connecticut, Tennessee and 
Wathlugton. The distinctive features 
of the new ships are the strength and 
the arrangement of their batteries and 
n greater 'thickness in armor. The bat- 
tleships are to have a displacement of 
10,000 tons and will be built for a speed 
of eighteen knots. Their batteries will 
consist of four 12-lncb guns, eight S-lnch 
gunB, twelve 7-Inch nnd twenty 3-inch 
guns, and a large number of smaller, 
weapons scattered over the Bbip. The 
armored cruisers arc to have a displace- 
ment of 14,500 tons and a speed of twen- 
ty-two knots. Their batteries will con- 
slat of four 10-inch guns, sixteen (1-lnch 
and twenty-two 3-inch guns and a large 
number of smaller ones. 

Chairman Dnlzcll of the Bpecial com- 
mittee of the House which investigated 
the charges in connection with the pur- 
chase of the Danish West India Islands 
submitted the report of that, committee. 
After detailing the charges of bribery 
and showing that Captain Christmas had 
repudiated the alleged report on which 
the charges were based, the committee 
sums up the results of the InTcatlgatlon 
as follows: "That there Is not the slight-, 
eat semblance of evidence that any mem-

At the close of business Saturday the 
available cash balance in the treasury 
bad reached the buui of $105,470,223, a 
high record, almost unequalcdln the his- 
tory of the - government. The treasury 
surplus of receipts over expenditures for 
the current Dacul your, eleven months of 
which have now elapsed, stands at $70,- 
400,719. This is within about $3,000,000 
of the large treasury surplus at the end 
of the. last fiscal period. It ta expected 
that the surplus* «t the end of the current 
year on June 80 will not be less than

Brain and Mental Activity. 
Much the larger part of n brain Is 
composed of white ■ mnttar — that is, 
of nerve fibers — which has nothing 
whatever to do with real brain work 
and which only carries messages, 
Again If research is to be trusted, It 
Is only the brain cells of very lim- 
ited (probably the frontal) region, 
which have to do with the highest 
mental operations. When, therefore, 
we talk about the size of the head 
and brain and the weight of the brain 
we should clearly understand, that 
only an Infinitesimal fraction of the < 
three pounds' weight or so of an ordi- 
nary brain can be reckoned as repre- 
senting brain cells — that are the 
agents of our nervous governance. 
Practically the brain cells (of the 
cerebrum or great brain at least) 
bear no larger ' proportion to the 
brain's mass than the rind of a Dutch 
cheese does to the eatable portion.

Underground Mountains. 
The conductors of the Trigonom- 
etrical survey In India have made a 
singular discovery. They have rea- 
son to believe that there Ib in the 
middle of India an underground or 
burled mountain range, a thousand 
miles in length, which lies parallel 
with the Himalayas. The conclusion 
is based on the peculiarities ot the 
local attraction of gravitation, the 
plumb-line being deflected southward 
on the north side of the supposed un- 
derground chain, and northward on the 
south side. The Inference Is that a 
great elongated mass of rock of ex- 
cessive density underlies the surface 
of the earth between the two ob- 
serving stations. 



Shows Value of Sunday Rest.

On the following 
Monday the men who bad been con- 
tinuously at service showed a de- 
crease of 10 per cent In efficiency as 
compared with the previous Monday, 
and each day after their comparative 
delinquency became greater. The 
men who had their Sunday respite; on 
the other hand, wore as valuable to 
the company the second week as the 
first.
